Federal environmental offi- 
cials are looking into the possi- 
bility. of recycling the giant lead 
waste pile at the NL/Taracorp 
Superfund site, : 

he EPA's Record of Decision 
for the cleanup for the Super- 
fund site does not call for 
removal of the lead pile at’ 15th 
and State streets, and in’ fact 
proposes adding contaminated 
dirt collected from residences to 
the existing pile and then cap- 
ping it with fresh sod 

Granite City officials have said 
that the pile poses a muth great 
er health risk than residential 
soil, and have filed a lawsuit in 
federal court saking the EPA to 
reopen the Record of Decision 
and address the pile- 

Brad Bradley, preject director 
for the NL/Taracoi site, said 
Monday that several companies 
have expressed interest in recy- 
cling the material from the ‘lead 
pile. 

While some of-the interested 
companies do not meet EPA 
standards to recycle the materi- 
al, and others have sampled the 
material and found ‘that&recy- 
cling: not ive. 
still other lead recyclers are 
bei considered, Bradley said. 

“We have to be very cautious 
about this. The worst thing we 
could do is to run this through (a 
smelter) and create another

Blood donors are being warned 
by the American Red Cross that 
anyone donating blood within 
three months: of receiving a flu 

runs a. remote risk of being 
banned permanently from donaf- 


ing.. 
Steven Kendall, a Red Cross 
spokesman in the St. Louis met- 
ropolitan area, said Monday that 
the vaccine for influenza can 
show up in blodd tests as an 
xmined virus. Anyone with 
questionable results on a blood 
test is permanently excluded 
from giving blood. 
~ ‘‘We have to warn people who 
have had flu shots in the last 
three months that they can give 
blood but if it shows up in their 
tests then they will not be able

: exercise. 

. . Concentrating on foods that 
are nutritious and delicious is 
the easy way to do this. It is 
time to invite favorite vegeta- 

bles back to the table. 
Mollie Katzen was in St. Louis 
this fall to talk about her new 
book, ‘‘Moosewood Cookbook, 15th 

Anniversary Expanded Edition” 

(Ten Speed ‘Press, $16.95) at the Jewish Book Festi- 

val. She helped spur the interest in eating more 

vegetables and less meat with her original ‘‘Moose- 

wood Cookbook” 15 years ago . 

She does not think people should play a game of 
numbers with lots of nutrition advice. 

“One of the reasons I don’t put nutrition numbers 
behind my recipes is that people are so out of touch 
with their enjoyment of food. One reason people are 
So out of shape is that they are eating by the ‘shoulds’ 
instead of following their appetites. We don't even 
‘know. what we are feeli through our bodies. We 
should be able to say, ‘This looks good and tastes 
good, so I like to eat it,’ she says. 

Because she lives on the West Coast, a wider 
variety of fruits and vegetables are available in her 
local markets than can be found in the Midwest. 
Ethnic influences spark:a big market for them. 
However, when she picks new market ideas that

interest her, she talks about old reliable foods — 
new varieties of apples and pears, as well as greens 
and lettuce. : 

She advises giving greens a whirl in everyday 
eating by adding to other salad ingredients. Use oniy 
the leaves,” being sure to remove all the stems 
because of their intense flavor: She likes to cook 
them also, chopping them very small.and cooking 
with kale and collards, onion, a little vinegar“and a 


, tiny bit ofusager. When she is learning about a new 


vegetable, she slips it into other favorite dishes — 
like salad, rice and soup — so its flavor gradually 
becomes -part of her life. 

While her own lifestyle is steady as a vegetarian, 
she sees many people eating more vegetables and ~ 
less meat as a regular practice today. 

“I've always felt that this was a real reasonable 
way to eat. A lot of people have to have their meat, 
but I'll bet you're not eating meat seven nights a 
week anymore. It may be that-you can’t afford it or 
the doctor told you to cut down. Eating a meal 
without meat is nice, tastes. good and is,aesthetic,” 
Katzen says. - * 

Potatoes — both’ white and sweet — are experi- 
encing a surge of interest. When she was in St. Louis, 
she chose to show a colorful recipe that calls for 
marinating sweet potatoes and broccoli.
